I. MILITARY SITUATION: 

A. MR'S I, II, V: NO ACTION REPORTED DURING PERIOD 28-30. 

B. MR III: ON JULY 27, IN A MINOR CLASH TWO KMS SOUTHWEST OF 
DONG HENE (WD 3044), FRIENDLY COMPANY WAS ATTACKED BY ENEMY 
COMPANY. THERE WERE NO FRIENDLY CASUALTIES, BUT ENEMY HAD TWO 
KIA AND ONE WIA. 

C. THERE WERE EIGHT T-28 STRIKE SORTIES FLOWN ON 20 JULY IN MR 
in, SIX OF WHICH WERE REPORTEDLY IN SUPPORT OF TROOPS IN CON- 
TACT. STRIKES WERE FLOWN IN BAN BUNG XANG AREA (WD 5030). 

D. MR IV: IN MINOR GROUND ATTACK JULY 28, FRIENDLY PATROL WAS 
ATTACKED 28 KMS NORTHEAST OF PAKSE (WB 9995) BY ESTIMATED ENEMY 
PLATOON. THERE WERE FOUR FRIENDLY WIA WITH ENEMY CASUALTIES 
UNKNOWN. 

H. POLITICAL SITUATION: 

A. ON JULY 20 LPF PERMREP INFORMED ICC REPS, PLUS UK AND USSR 
AMBASSADORS, THAT ALL SIGNIFICANT ISSUES BETWEEN RLG AND LPF 
HAVE BEEN RESOLVED, AND THAT IMPLEMENTING PROTOCOL OF VIENTIANE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AGREEMENT SHOULD BE SIGNED THIS WEEK. 

B. REPORTEDLY, RLG WILL HOLD MINISTRIES OF DEFENSE, INTERIOR, 
FINANCE, EDUCATION AND HEALTH; WHILE LPF WILL HOLD FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS, ECONOMY/PLAN, PUBLIC WORKS, RELIGION AND INFORMATION. 
NEUTRALS WILL HOLD JUSTICE AND POSTS AND TELECOMMUNICATIONS. 
THERE APPARENTLY WILL BE TWO DEPUTY PRIME MINISTERS, THE 
SENIOR DEPUTY (PROBABLY SOUPHANOUVONG) COMING FROM LPF SIDE.
